DECLARATION  OF  STATE  PUBLIC  POLICY 

The  following  statement  of  policy  constitutes  the  introductory  parogroph 
of  the  Montono  Unemployment  Compensation  Law. 


87-1  02.  As  a  guide  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  act,  the  public 
policy  of  this  state  is  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Economic  insecurity  due  to 
unemployment  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  Involuntary  unemployment  is  therefore  a  subject  of  gen- 
eral interest  and  concern  which  requires  appropriate  action  by  the  legislature 
to  prevent  its  spread  and  to  lighten  its  burden  which  now  so  often  falls  with 
crushing  force  upon  the  unemployed  worker  and  his  family.  The  achievement 
of  social  security  requires  protection  against  this  greatest  hazard  of  our  eco- 
nomic life.  This  can  be  provided  by  encouraging  employers  to  provide  more 
stable  employment  and  by  the  systematic  accumulation  of  funds  during 
periods  of  employment  to  provide  benefits  for  periods  of  unemployment,  thus 
maintaining  purchasing  power  and  limiting  the  serious  social  consequences 
of  poor  relief  assistance.  The  legislature,  therefore,  declares  that  in  its  con- 
sidered judgment  the  public  good  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
this  state  require  the  enactment  of  this  measure  under  the  police  powers  of 
the  state  for  the  compulsory  setting  aside  of  unemployment  reserves  to  be 
used  for  the  benefit  of  persons  unemployed  through  no  fault  of  their  own.

THE  COMMISSION  PROGRAM 

EDGAR  H.  REEDER,  Chairman,  Executive  Director 


Two  principal  programs  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  of 
Montana — employment  service  and  unemployment 
insurance.  From  each  of  these  main  programs  stem 
a  number  of  subdivisions  of  activity  designed  to 
support  sound  manpower  objectives. 

Gainful  employment  for  all  persons  who  ore  both 
able  and  willing  to  work  and  desire  work  is  the 
cornerstone  of  a  successful  and  progressive  ecy~. 
omy.  Since  employment  is  an  essential  element 
to  a  sound  economy,  the  prime  service  and  respon- 
sibility of  this  Commission  is  directed  toward  s~t- 
isfcctory  employment  for  all  job  applicants  accord 
ing  to  their  quolificoticns,  and  toward  filling  the 
job  needs  of  employers  with  the  skills  and  service: 
of  qualified  workers. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  steady  employ- 
ment for  all  qualified  and  willing  work  applicants 
is  an  ideal  which  is  approached,  but  not  always  fully 
accomplished  in  today's  complex  industrial  struc- 
ture. Likewise,  the  involuntary  loss  of  employment 
by  an  individual  is  recognized  in  both  federal  and 
state  lew  as  a  matter  of  general  interest  and  con- 
cern. As  a  result  the  unemployment  insurance 
system  in  Montana  was  set  up  nearly  30  years  ago 
in  concert  with  similar  action  in  other  states  and 
territories  of  the  land.  A  majority  of  workers  in 
Montana  come  within  provisions  of  this  form  of 
insurance. 


Funds  for  accomplishing  the  objectives  of  the 
employment  service  and  the  unemployment  insur- 
ance program  come  from  federal  appropriations 
and  stem  from  federal  payroll  taxes  paid  by  em- 
ployers of  four  or  more  workers.  The  funds  for 
paying  weekly  unemployment  insurance  benefits  to 
eligible,  qualified  workers  are  derived  from  contri- 
butions required  of  employers  defined  in  the  state 
iow.  These  ore  distinctly  state  funds  and  are  dedi- 
cated to  the  sole  purpose  of  paying  jobless  benefits. 

In  recent  years  emerging  new  programs  relating 
ic  the  full  development  of  our  manpower  resources 
have  pirced  new  responsibilities  and  challenges 
upon  the  Commission  and  its  personnel.  Manpower 
development  end  training,  job  relocation  assist- 
ance, and  expanded  services  for  youth  hove  all  been 
keyed  to  the  fullest  utilization  of  our  human  re- 
sources. 

Statistical  data  which  pictures  the  prime  respon- 
sibilities of  this  Commission  comprise  the  principal 
portion  of  this  annual  report  on  Montana's  employ- 
ment facets.  The  figures  relate  in  the  main  to 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1966.  They  are 
accompanied,  where  applicable,  by  comparative 
data  from  previous  periods  as  a  basis  for  study 
and  brood  conclusions.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS  —  FISCAL  YEAR  1966 


.  .  .  NEW  APPLICATIONS  —  The  number  of  work- 
ers seeking  employment  assistance  through  the  23 
local  employment  service  offices  increased  by  4,333 
from  the  prior  fiscal  year.  Local  office  personnel 
interviewed,  registered,  and  classified  occupation- 
ally  a  total  of  54,693  workers  during  Fiscal  1966. 
Included  in  the  total  were  9,685  veterans  and 
20,271  women.  More  than  3,000  handicapped 
workers  were  included  in  the  total.  For  the  fiscal 
year,  the  number  of  registered  jobseekers  was  low- 
est in  October,  1965  with  a  total  of  7,177  and  hioh- 
est  in  February,  1966  with  a  total  16,794.  The 
average   for  the  year  was    11,739. 

.  .  .  INDUSTRIAL  JOB  PLACEMENTS  —  Increased 
expansion  of  Montana's  economy  is  reflected  in  a 
job  placement  total  3,600  higher  this  fiscal  year 
than  last.  Job  orders  received  by  local  employ- 
ment offices  from  industrial  employers  in  the  state 
resulted  in  the  placement  on  jobs  in  industry  and 
commerce  of  37,279  workers.  More  than  half  of 
these  placements  were  made  in  three  industries: 
trade,  10,002;  service,  7,289;  and  manufacturing, 
5,846.  Next  in  order  were:  private  households, 
4,387;  contract  construction,  3,250;  government, 
2,261;  transportation,  communications  and  utili- 
ties, 2,161;  mining,  1,259;  and  finance,  insurance 
and  real  estate,  767. 

.  .  .  AGRICULTURAL  PLACEMENTS  —  The  Farm 
Placement  division  of  the  Montana  State  Employ- 
ment Service  provides  the  same  service  to  agricul- 
tural employers  and  workers  as  those  offered  to  the 
industrial  complex.  The  prime  objective  is  to  pro- 
vide workers  when  needed  at  the  right  time  and 
place  for  planting,  care,  and  harvest  of  vegetable, 
fruit,  and  grain  crops.     A  total  of  32,121  job  place- 


ments were  made  in  a  variety  of  farm  and  ranch 
activities  during  the  year.  The  number  showed 
little  change  from  the  prior  year.  More  mechan- 
ization on  the  farm  front,  improved  methods,  and 
consolidation  of  some  farming  units  has  lessened 
the  demand  for  agricultural  workers  from  earlier 
years. 

.  .  .  TEACHER  PLACEMENT  —  An  effective  teach- 
er placement  service  has  been  a  part  of  Montana 
State  Employment  Service  activities  since  1948 
This  program  has  gained  wide  acceptance  both  by 
teacher  applicants  and  school  administrators.  Dur- 
ing the  calendar  year  1965  a  total  of  848  profes- 
sional applicants  were  placed  in  teaching  and  ad- 
ministrative jobs  in  educational  institutions.  Of 
this  number,  577  went  to  jobs  in  Montana  schools, 
248  in  other  states,  and  23  others  to  foreign  coun- 
tries. Shortages  of  rural  and  elementary  teachers 
were  common.  In  addition,  teachers  experienced 
in  mathematics,  music,  library,  and  guidance  and 
counseling  were   in  short  supply. 

.  .  .  OTHER  SERVICES,  OTHER  PROGRAMS  —  In 

addition  to  its  prime  responsibility  of  matching 
workers  to  jobs,  operations  of  the  Montana  State 
Employment  Service  encompass  a  wide  array  of 
other  manpower  programs.  Employment  counsel- 
ing, testing,  job  clearance,  service  to  special  appli- 
cant groups,  employer  visiting,  manpower  develop- 
ment and  training,  labor  market  information,  labor 
mobility  projects,  and  community  participation  are 
among  the  every  day  responsibilities  of  the  em- 
ployment security  program.  All  relate  to  the  maxi- 
mum development  and  utilization  of  our  human 
resources.  Fiscal  year  accomplishments  for  the 
various  programs  are  to  be  found  in  the  statistical 
tables  of  this  report.

.  .  .  EMPLOYER  COVERAGE  AND  CONTRIBU- 
TIONS —  The  number  of  employers  subject  to  cov- 
erage under  the  Montana  UCC  law  increased  by 
92  during  Fiscal  1966  to  a  total  of  16,235.  These 
employers  paid  $5,648,641  in  UCC  contributions 
to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  payment  of  unemploy- 
ment insurance  benefits  for  eligible,  unemployed 
workers.  Employer  contributions  this  fiscal  year 
exceeded  Fiscal  1965  by  nearly  $240,000.  Em- 
ployer taxes  range  from  0.05  per  cent  to  2.7  per 
cent  on  the  first  $3,000  in  wages  paid  to  or  earned 
by  each  employee  depending  upon  an  employer's 
experience  under  the  law.  The  average  tax  yield 
rate  is  set  by  law  at   1.5  per  cent. 

.  .  .  COVERED  WORKERS  AND  WAGES  —  The  av- 
erage of  covered  workers  increased  by  4,137  from 
Fiscal  1965  to  a  total  of  119,261  in  Fiscal  1966. 
Both  the  number  of  covered  workers  and  insured 
wages  were  highest  in  Yellowstone  County.  A  total 
of  16,150  insured  workers  there  received  $83.1 
million  in  wages  subject  to  the  UCC  law.  Major 
counties  next  in  order  were:  Cascade,  14,363  work- 
ers, $80.1  million  in  wages;  Silver  Bow,  10,120 
workers,  $59.2  million  in  wages;  and  Missoula, 
10,369  workers,   $53.3   million   in  wages. 

.  .  .  UCC  TRUST  FUND  —  The  UCC  Trust  Fund 
stood  at  $19,044,377  ct  the  close  of  business  on 
June  30,  1966  when  the  fiscal  year  ended.  This 
was  $970,751  more  than  the  balance  at  the  end 
of  Fiscal  1965.  UCC  tax  contributions  paid  by 
covered  employers  during  Fiscal  1966  exceeded  the 
cmcunt  of  benefits  paid  for  the  same  period  by  a 
total  of  $228,223.  According  to  the  present  UCC 
law,  should  the  UCC  trust  fund  at  any  time  in  the 
future  fall  below  end  remain  below  the  $18  million 
mark  continuously  for  one  year,  employer  tax  rates 
will  be  so  arrayed  as  to  yield  an  average  of  2  per 
cent  of  insured  payrolls.  Should  the  trust  fund 
remain    below    $18    million    continuously    for    two 


years,  a  uniform  tax  rate  of  2.7  per  cent  would 
apply  to  all  covered  employers  until  the  fund  ex- 
ceeded the  $26  million  level.  Then,  the  1.5  per 
cent  average  tax  yield  would  again  become  effec- 
tive. 

.  .  .  STATE    UCC    CLAIMS    AND    PAYMENTS  — 

During  Fiscal  1966  a  total  of  21,941  jobless  work- 
ers filed  initial  claims  for  benefits  under  the  Mon 
tana  law.  Of  this  number,  18,755  were  determined 
eligible  because  of  sufficient  wage  credits,  while 
3,186  did  not  have  sufficient  wage  credits  to  qual- 
ify for  benefits.  The  weekly  averoge  number  of 
payments  was  3,347  with  an  average  weekly  benefit 
amount  of  $31.44.  A  total  of  14,646  persons  re- 
ceived one  or  more  benefit  checks  and  3,775  re- 
ceived the  maximum  weeks  allowed  under  the  law. 
Benefit  payments  totaled  $5,420,418  during  the 
year,  down  $1,440,509  from  Fiscal  1965.  Initial 
claims  for  benefits  dropped  by  3,025  from  Fiscal 
1965  end  continued  claims  (those  filed  weekly 
after  the  establishment  of  a  valid  initial  claim) 
dropped  by  41 ,224. 

.  .  .  FEDERAL  CLAIMS  AND  PAYMENTS  — Claims 

under  two  federal  programs  administered  by  the 
Commission  were  also  down  sharply  this  fiscal  year. 
Total  claims  filed  by  unemployed  federal  civilian 
workers  under  the  Unemployment  Compensation 
for  Federal  Employees  program  (UCFE)  were  5,088 
under  Fiscal  1965.  UCFE  claimants  received  fed- 
eral benefit  payments  of  $385,732,  a  drop  of 
$162,790  from  Fiscal  1965.  Unemployed  ex- 
servicemen  received  $189,692  in  federal  checks 
under  the  Unemployment  Compensation  for  Ex- 
servicemen  (UCX).  The  amount  was  $134,649  less 
than  the  Fiscal  1965  total.  Total  UCX  claims 
dropped  by  4,318  during  the  same  period.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  payment  of  claims  under  these 
two  programs  are  from  federal  funds  and  not  from 
the  Montana   UCC  trust  fund.
